Commuters to 
have an unhappy 
New Year as rail 
fares to be hiked

TRAIN passengers are fac¬ 
ing an expensive New Year 
with rail fares set to rise by 
nearly ten per cent. 

Latest figures from the Assoc¬ 
iation of Train Operating Compan¬ 
ies show that prices for regulated 
fares in Medway will soar at the 
beginning of 2011. 

Prices across Kent will go up on 
average by 7.8 per cent from 
January. 

The increases are higher than the 
national average rise, due to the 
four-year RPI plus three agreement 
between the Government and 
Southeastern that is up for renewal 
in 2012. 

The contract allows the rail 
company to increase fares by 
three per cent above the rate of 
inflation, two per cent higher than 
other train firms. 

Charles Horton, managing direc¬ 
tor of Southeastern, believes the 
increases made in Kent will remove 
the financial burden from the tax 
payer and focus it on the passen¬ 
gers instead. 

He said: “Nobody likes to see 
prices rise, but it is the stated policy 
of the government to move more of 
the cost of travelling by train 
towards passengers and away from 
the general taxpayer,” he said. 

“There are only two sources of 
funding for railway journeys: tax¬ 
payer subsidy and passengers’ 
fares. The amount of taxpayer 
subsidy we receive from the 
government reduces year-on-year 
and to offset this we need to 
raise the fares to make up the dif¬ 
ference and to minimise the burden 
on taxpayers.” 

With the agreement coming to an 
end in 2012, Rochester and Strood 
MP, Mark Reckless believes com-

muters should now expect an 
improved service on their travels to 
and from the South East. 

He said: “I believe Kent was not 
given a fair deal by the last govern¬ 
ment, which agreed a contract with 
Southeastern providing for our 
fares to rise faster than elsewhere. 

“This will stop after January and 
Southeastern will henceforth be 
treated the same as the rest of the 
country. I hope that Southeastern, 
having been given four years of 
higher fares than other providers, 
will now improve their service 
to passengers.” 

Performance 

His thoughts are shared by rail 
watchdog Passenger Focus manag¬ 
er for Kent, Tunde Olatunji who 
said: “This level of price rises puts 
the spotlight on Southeastern’s per¬ 
formance and value for money, for 
such prices passengers will rightful¬ 
ly expect punctual, clean trains 
with a reasonable chance of getting 
a seat.” 

With the increase in place from 
January, passengers on popular 
routes, such as Ashford and 
Ramsgate, will now have to fork out 
up to £500 extra for a ticket to 
London, and almost £600 more on 
high-speed lines.

Medway Council’s enforcement 
boss Mike O’Brien said: “This high¬ 
lights the need for people to make the 
proper checks when disposing of 
their waste. We all have a duty of 
care to make sure that anyone taking 
our rubbish away is licensed to do so. 

“The unscrupulous will take your 
money and fly-tip your waste. If you 
can’t prove who you give your waste 
to you are liable to be prosecuted 
with a fine, including the money paid 
out in the first place.

LABOUR leader Ed Miliband 
was grilled by our readers during 
a day-long visit to Medway. 

The party leader faced questions on topics 
from across the political spectrum, ranging 
from the recent student protests to the coun¬ 
try’s membership of the European Union. 

The hour-long Q and A session was held at 
MidKent College’s Gillingham campus on 
Saturday afternoon. 

Earlier that day, Mr Miliband had given a 
speech at Labour’s National Policy Forum 
meeting, at Gillingham’s Priestfield 
Stadium. 

He spoke of the need to take the ‘Big 
Society’ back from the Conservatives, to 
become the ‘people’s party’ again, and reiter¬ 
ated his desire to target the ‘squeezed mid¬ 
dle’. 

However, Mr Miliband told Yourmedway 
that did not mean he would be ignoring the 
needs of low-paid people, like many who live 
in Gillingham - one of the most deprived 
towns in the country. 

“There are many low-paid workers who at 
the last general rlection wondered what was 
in it for them, and did not vote,” he said. 

“We want to make a difference to their lives 
as well as the lives of middle-class families. 

“The Conservatives tend to think about the 
very poor in society and then everyone else, 
whereas we recognise that many people on a 
middle income are still struggling to get by. 

“It’s those people we want to speak up for.” 


When asked after the Q and A session why 
Kent voters should care about his responses, 
given Labour’s current standing as the out¬ 
siders of UK politics, Mr Miliband said it was 
more about gauging opinions than revealing 
new policies at this stage. 

He added that the main thing he had 
taken from the afternoon was that people 
want a government with a real plan for the 
country. 

“We’ve got to have an economic policy that 
goes beyond reducing the deficit,” he said. 


“How are we going to create new jobs and 
get people on better wages? These are the 
types of things we need to address. 

“I want us to win as many seats in Kent as 
possible at the next election, and I’m confi¬ 
dent we will start to regain a foothold with 
the local council elections next May. 

“The Conservatives have no plans to 
replace the jobs that are currently being lost, 
and that’s very bad for social justice. These 
are hard decisions that are really going to hit 
people hard.” 


But there are no 
shortcuts in Ed's 
Labour revival 

MR Miliband told party members in 
Medway that “the fightback has begun”. 

He addressed hundreds of Labour mem¬ 
bers at Gillingham’s Priestfield stadium. 

Having been introduced to the stage by 
Shadow Welsh Secretary Peter Hain, to 
rapturous applause from the 200-strong 
crowd, the Labour leader said his new- 
look party was gaining momentum. 

“We are a party that people are coming 
to, not moving away from,” he said. “We 
have gained 43,000 new members since the 
general election, and have been winning 
by-elections up and down the country. 

“This is a party where the fightback has 
begun.” 

Mr Miliband remained in centre stage for 
the duration of his 20-minute speech, bor¬ 
dered on one side by an empty lectern and 
the other by Mr Hain and deputy party 
leader Harriet Harman. 

He spoke confidently, taking Labour’s 
beleaguered members back to the broad- 
smiled days of Tony Blair with hold pos¬ 
turing and gesturing. 

However, there were signs that Mr 
Miliband hasn’t quite cracked the skills of 
his power-winning predecessor, with some 
of his intended applause-generating points 
and promises failing to hit the mark. 

But there were times when Mr Miliband 
struck audience-pleasing gold, lifting the 
room to its feet in wild applause. One 
instance was when the Labour leader 
spoke out against Prime Minister David 
Cameron’s much-lauded Big Society 
scheme, which Mr Miliband said “stuck in 
the throat of the Labour Party”. 

He said “We know the scale of the chal¬ 
lenge we face; there’s no short cut or 
quick fix to this. We need to show the peo¬ 
ple that our values are their values.” 


Cabbie reveals 
scars left by 
racist violence 

A CAB driver who was attacked, 
racially abused and accused of 
being a member of the Taliban said 
he is still traumatised by the inci¬ 
dent, more than a year later. 

Mohammad Hossain, 34, from 
Gillingham, was left unconscious 
and with facial injuries following 
the attack in Medway in 
September last year. 

A 26-year-old man was jailed for 
four-and-a-half years for the 
attack. 

Mr Hossain, originally from 
Bangladesh, told the BBC he found 
it hard to believe that someone 
could treat a person in such a way. 

The attack took place after he 
picked up two men and two women 
in Maidstone, who said they want¬ 
ed to go to Medway. As Mr Hossain 
drove he said he was subjected to 
abuse about his religion, and accu¬ 
sations that he was in the Taliban. 

The taxi driver said he was 
attacked and punched after he 
stopped his car and asked the 
group to get out, and added he still 
has a scar on his face from the jew¬ 
ellery worn by one of his attackers. 

“It’s going to be there forever,” he 
said. 

Mr Hossain has since returned to 
work, but said he did not feel com¬ 
fortable, and gets flashbacks. 


Support for victims 
of domestic abuse 


THE staggering number of cases of 
domestic violence has led to the 
launch of a new strategy reaching 
out to victims of abuse. 

Since 2006, more than 20,000 inci¬ 
dents have been reported in Kent 
and Medway every year, with a stag¬ 
gering £317 million a year spent on 
dealing with the effects of violence in 
the home. 

The plan brings together various 
organisations in a bid to drive down 
the high number of cases and better 
protect victims. 

It was drawn up by the Kent and 
Medway Domestic Abuse Strategy 
Group, made up of representatives 
from police, criminal justice, local 
government agencies and support 
groups, to maximise resources and 
provide victims with efficient and 
effective services. 

At the heart of the new policy is a 
commitment from the various agen¬ 
cies to work together more closely 
and integrate the work they do for 
victims. 

At the moment they each have 
their own teams working on domes¬ 
tic violence, leading to some doubling 
up of services. 

Christine Missen, Crown 
Prosecution Services’ domestic vio¬ 


lence co-ordinator for Kent, said 
agencies working together would 
mean help for a victim from the 
beginning to the end. 

“We need to make people much 
more aware of the support that is 
available,” she said. 

“We needed a new approach to 
this. Victims need help and advice at 
the start, during the prosecution 
process and afterwards. 

“Through this, we can offer support 
through every step of the way, such 
as refuge and protection.” 

Meanwhile, a third specialist 
domestic violence court could be 
opened to tackle the high number of 
abuse cases. 

The county already has two, based 
in Maidstone and Thanet, but the 
Kent Criminal Justice Board is 
working with other agencies with 
the aim of opening a third in 
Medway next year. 

Plans for a third facility are a 
result of the high number of prosecu¬ 
tions seen in the county through the 
specialist courts. 

Six months before the Maidstone 
court was opened in July, 2007, a 
total of 14 perpetrators were brought 
to justice - in any six month period 
now the figure is more than 150.

Terrifying ordeal 

of women kept 
as sex slaves by 
sick traffickers 


A HUMAN-trafficker who kept 
two terrified women as sex slaves 
for sale has been jailed. 

Ivan Gujda, 38, of Albany Road, Chatham, 
forced the victims to have sex with men 
across England during a horrific 17-day peri¬ 
od. Their nightmare only ended when one of 
the women escaped the clutches of Gujda 
and her fellow captors and convinced a 
Maidstone hotel manager to call police. 

Gujda and two fellow traffickers were sen¬ 
tenced at Maidstone Crown Court on 
Thursday. The court heard how the victims 
were approached in the Czech Republic to fly 
to the Republic of Ireland to participate in 
sham marriages. 

When they arrived in Dublin on June 7, this 
year, they met a group of foreign males and 
one of the girls was forced to have sex with 
one of these men. They were then moved into 
the UK and travelled from Belfast to 
Stranraer, Scotland, and then on to England. 

Gujda pleaded guilty to two counts of 
human trafficking for sexual exploitation 
and was sentenced to three years. 

Martin Brusch, 31, of no fixed abode, and 
Dusan Horvat, 37, of Folkestone, both plead-

ed guilty to two counts of trafficking persons 
into the UK for sexual exploitation and two 
counts of trafficking persons within the UK 
for sexual exploitation. 

They were each sentenced to ten years in 
prison. Det Con Alison Howland, of the Kent 
and Essex Serious Crime Directorate, who 
investigated the case, said: “I am pleased 
with the result of this case which brings a 
conclusion to months of work by our team. 

“This was a complex case with enquiries 
being carried out in Ireland and the Czech 
Republic, as well as throughout the UK. 

“I would like to thank the authorities in 
those countries for fantastic cooperation, 
enabling us to gather evidence which 
undoubtedly led to their guilty plea. 

“I would also like to thank the victims for 
coming forward and giving us their testimo¬ 
ny which enabled us to bring this group to 
justice and prevent other women from falling 
prey to this trafficking ring. 

“This has been an excellent example of 
working together to protect victims from this 
vile trade.”

“Once this happens, they convince you to 
pay a fee to fix problems which you really do 
not have. 

“More importantly, they now have access to 
your computer, your personal information, 
and your credit card number.”

Unemployment 
drops in Medway 

THERE are 1,600 less unemployed job¬ 
seekers in Medway than there were last 
year, new figures have shown. 

The number of jobless residents has 
steadily decrease since unemployment 
peaked at the start of 2010. Medway is 
now in the top ten highest fallers among 
the 250 unitary authorities in the country. 

The area also boasts the second high¬ 
est nationwide unemployment drop 
amongst urban authorities. 

The Office for National Statistics 
(ONS) data reveals that the number of 
residents claiming Job Seekers 
Allowance fell to as low as 6,052 in 
October. 

This represents 3.6 per cent of the 
area’s workforce and a 21 per cent drop 
of 1,607 from the 7,659 people who were 
jobless in January. 

The figures also show that youth 
unemployment has fallen sharply since 
the beginning of the year, dropping by 
745 to 1,785. 

This equates to a fall of 29.5 per cent, 
nearly double the national average of 
15.4 and a higher drop than the regional 
drop of 24 per cent. 

Medway Council’s economic growth 
boss Jane Chitty said: “In spite of the 
recession, we refused to allow this to dis¬ 
tract us from the real opportunities and 
we stand by our commitment to support 
the people of Medway. 

“We are determined to help get 
Medway back to work and while I 
accept, there’s more work to be done, I’m 
delighted at these figures. 

“Medway Council have responded to 
the national recession by ensuring that 
our residents have the services and 
advice they need to get back into work.” 


CONSERVATIONISTS have 
stepped up their campaign to pre¬ 
serve Rochester Castle. 

The Restore Rochester Castle Campaign 
group wants to save the walls, floor and roof of 
the historic 12th century building. 

A section of the outer wall of the castle had to 
be rebuilt last month after collapsing because 
of heavy rainfall. 

Campaigner Jon O’Donnell said the medieval 
fortress was “decaying faster and faster” and 
access was restricted because of falling stone. 

He said: “Access around the base of the castle 
is now no longer possible due to falling rag¬ 
stone. 

“People are now only able to enter with the 
help of safety netting over the entrance.” 

Campaign members will be canvassing for 
support in Rochester High Street from Monday, 
December 6 to Sunday 12. 

A group spokesman said urgent preservation 
work needed to be carried out on the castle to 
save it for future generations. 

Writing on the official Restore Rochester

Castle website they said: “Everyday the castle 
inner walls are exposed to weather, they are 
slowly being eroded. 

“The inner walls’ stone mouldings were not 
designed to withstand the weather. 

“The keep has been briefly assessed and the 
results were extremely concerning. It is under¬ 
stood water has formed in pools within the keep 
walls. 

“If this water freezes we could see a signifi¬ 
cant if not a catastrophic collapse of part of the 
keep.” 

The castle was built in the middle ages strate¬ 
gically placed along the London Road, guarding 
an important crossing of the River Medway 

The fortress has a complex history of destruc¬ 
tion and rebuilding. 

Its mighty Norman tower-keep of Kentish 
ragstone was built around 1127 by William of 
Corbeil, Archbishop of Canterbury, with the 
encouragement of King Henry I. 

Consisting of three floors above a basement, 
it still stands 113 feet high.

In 1215, garrisoned by rebel barons, the cas¬ 
tle endured an epic siege by King John whose 
miners managed to bring down one section of 
the tower, which was subsequently rebuilt. 

In recent years it has seen a number of con¬ 
certs staged in the grounds and remains one of 
the best examples of a medieval castle in 
England. 

Mr O’Donnell, who chairs the Restore 
Rochester Castle Committee, added: “We 
believe we represent the Big Society - people 
stepping forward to take ownership of our cas¬ 
tle and saving it for future generations.” 

Campaigners plan to raise funds for the cas¬ 
tle’s restoration, raise awareness about its 
plight and petition the Department of Culture, 
Media and Sport for support. 

A meeting has been scheduled with the 
Government body in the coming months.

Uni staff support protests 


charges won't 
be scrapped'

DARTFORD crossing toll charges 
will remain “for the foreseeable 
future” after the Government 
admitted it cannot do without the 
£17 million annual income they 
provide. 

Last month it was announced the cost of 
using the crossing may rise to £2.50 for car 
drivers by 2012, despite motorists being 
promised the levy would be scrapped once 
the cost of building the QEII Bridge had been 
met. 

But during a Commons debate on conges¬ 
tion at the crossing this week, transport min¬ 
ister Mike Penning said the removal of the 
tolls was not an option. 

He said: “We are in really difficult econom¬ 
ic times, and the £17m-a-year gross revenue 
the tolls take in is an important part of the 
money available for the infrastructure and 
transport network for the whole country.” 

But Mr Penning did reiterate the 
Government’s commitment to reduce conges¬ 
tion and pollution at the crossing by remov¬ 
ing the barriers and by looking into the pos¬ 
sible construction of a third Thames crossing. 

He said that most businesses would rather 
pay an extra 50p if it meant their drivers 


were no longer being caught up in huge tail¬ 
backs. 

“The toll booths are what is really holding 
up the traffic,” he added. “The delays are 
being caused by people trying to find change, 
not realising they have to pay, or losing their 
DART-Tag. 

“If we remove the toll booths altogether so 
people can drive across the bridge or through 
the tunnels, that delay will be removed. 

“The London congestion charge uses vehi¬ 
cle number plate recognition, and it works 
well. We intend to use that technology to 
remove the barriers at the north and south of 
the crossing.” 

Last Tuesday’s debate was secured by 
Dartford Tory MP Gareth Johnson, who said: 
“We have recently had an announcement 
that the price of the tolls should be increased. 
I cannot accept that extra levy on the 
motorist, who is feeling fairly beleaguered in 
this particular part of the country. 

“The congestion at the Dartford crossing 
has united Dartford against the current toll 
booths system. Local people despise the 
impact it has had on the area, as we have 
had nothing but misery, congestion and pol¬ 
lution as a result.” 

Meanwhile, the transport minister 
revealed during the debate that it was 
unlikely the DART-Tag residents’ discount 
scheme would be extended to areas outside of 
Dartford. 


Cutting back the competition 


SPORTS leaders have 
launched an attack on the 
Government for scrapping 
school sports funding as 
thousands of campaigners 
demand ministers rethink 
the move. 

Kent representatives from 
the Schools Sports 
Partnerships (SSP) ques¬ 
tioned what kind of message 
was being sent to the inter¬ 
national community ahead of 
the Olympics and World Cup 
2018 bid by cutting funding 
for the SSP programme. 

The globally-acclaimed proj¬ 
ect encourages competitive 
opportunities within schools 
and has seen the number of 
Kent students taking part in 
sport twice a week soar. 

But the national pro¬ 
gramme has become one of 
the many casualties of 
Government’s spending cuts, 
with plans to axe its entire 
£162 million funding. 

Thousands of students and 
staff at the county’s schools 
have thrown their weight 
behind a campaign to save 
the scheme by signing a peti¬ 
tion urging ministers to 
rethink proposals. 

It will be handed in to edu¬ 
cation secretary Michael 
Gove on Monday, December 6. 



HITTING BACK: Sports leaders slam 
the Government for sport funds cuts 


Kent has 15 SSPs, which 
encourage sport by introduc¬ 
ing new activities, offering 
competitive opportunities 
and creating links between 
communities and clubs. 

Peter La Rossignol, compe¬ 
tition manager for the Mid- 
Kent, Ashford, Sheppey and 
Sittingboume area, said peo¬ 
ple were shocked and sad¬ 
dened. 

“Government expects this 
country to do well at a high 
level across a range of differ¬ 
ent sports, but how can we 
with these cuts?” he said. 

“I can’t see how the countiy 
is expected to win the World 
Cup bid when competitive 
sport at grassroots level is cut. 

“The cuts will only mean 
more spent on the NHS in a 
few years time dealing with 
obesity and heart disease.” 


Mr La Rossignol said just 
recently 850 pupils from 38 
different schools ran in a 
cross-country event at Leeds 
Castle. 

“Schools can’t organise big 
events like that, they don’t 
have the time or money,” he 
said. 

A mass campaign has been 
launched by the Thanet SSP 
and thousands of people in 
the area have signed a peti¬ 
tion against the cuts. 

Junior sports leader Paul 
Ayers, from Hartsdown 
College in Margate, said: “The 
Government wants more 
young people to get involved 
with sports and as youth lead¬ 
ers we are working hard to 
achieve this - and then it 
changes the rules by saying it 
is going to cut such a fantastic 
scheme.” 

But sports minister Hugh 
Robertson, MP for Faversham 
and Mid-Kent, defended the 
Government’s decision, say¬ 
ing: “I understand that 
nobody wants to see any 
money cut from school sport. 
However, we have to deal 
with the national economic 
crisis that we have inherited 
which is costing the country 
£120 million in debt interest 
payments every day.” 


LECTURERS from the University of Kent 
voiced their support for the second wave of stu¬ 
dent protests held lasy week. 

Professor of urban studies Phil Hubbard and 
employment relations expert Dr Samantha 
Lynch were among 295 scholars who spoke out 
over planned tuition fee increases in a letter to 
the Guardian newspaper. 

It read: ‘We support the day of protest last 
Wednesday following the magnificent demon¬ 
stration by university and school students and 
by university staff on November 10. 

We are utterly opposed to the destruction of 
broad-based, critical education and its replace¬ 
ment by education for the market that is 
enshrined in the Browne report. 

We are defending not just our jobs but the 
values which brought us into higher educa¬ 


tion, reflecting the wider significance of educa¬ 
tion to society.” 

About 10,000 students took part in a series 
of marches and gatherings across the country 
on Wednesday, December 24 but violence 
flared for the second time in a fortnight. 

The young people are angry that from 2012 
universities will be able to charge tuition fees 
of up to £9,000 - almost three times more than 
the current cap. 

The letter continues: “The planned increase 
in fees means the effective removal of higher 
education for working people. The coalition has 
no mandate for its ideologically driven class 
rule - the anger of students is no surprise. 

We intend to fight them to defend social sci¬ 
ence, humanities and the arts, and to protect 
higher and further education for all.”

We don't really need to listen to Labour leader Ed Miliband for four years, says Gary Wright 



LABOUR leader Ed Miliband chose 
Gillingham as the place to convince the 
country he is the man who can build a 
party people will want to vote for again. 

I was surprised he chose Kent. No one could see the 
county as a Labour stronghold, but by the same token 
it’s counties like Kent where he will have to convince 
people he has something to offer. 

At the moment it really doesn’t matter what Labour 
says it would do on this, or what its policy is on that - 
the party isn’t in power, so why should anyone listen? 

Red, as he’s affectionately known, has other 
problems too. The mess inherited by Cameron and 
Clegg was bigger than anyone could have imagined. 

So, criticism by Ed and his shadow cabinet is easily 
overcome: Labour would have had to do the same or 
it’s Labour’s fault anyway. 

My gut feeling is the party is over-reacting to its 
General Election loss with its new-found taste for 
humble pie, admissions of how terrible and arrogant 
it became and beating itself up to win our love again. 

It’s pretty simple really. 

Firstly, people had had enough of Gordon Brown. 
Despite being the man who found a way through the 
banking crisis for world leaders, he was also 
responsible for getting Britain too deeply into the 
mess in the run up to it. Plus he wasn’t good on telly 
and seemed a bit of an angry bully off it. 


Secondly, people had had enough of Labour in 
power. It was time for change. 

Ed wants to chuck out everything and start with a 
clean sheet, which includes keeping the 50p tax rate 
for the wealthy; marching with students on Whitehall 
(unless he’s doing something else) and supporting 
middle income workers earning between £16,000 and 
£40,000. Or maybe £50,000, he’s not too sure yet. 

Instead of dumping New Labour ideals (socialism 
no, market economy yes), Ed might be able to avoid 
getting himself in such a mess by simply taking the 
best of what he already has. 

It is no use returning to the Punch and Judy politics 
of the Thatcher years. Labour is in Opposition. Ed 
says it will take two years to make his party electable, 
so get on with scrutinising what the Coalition does 
and highlighting its weaknesses. Better still, ensure 
your MPs represent constituents properly - which is 
their job, after all - that’s the way to get re-elected. 

Ed arrived in Gillingham on Saturday promising to 
listen. Five days before, he’d told MPs being in 
opposition was “crap”. I suspect they’ll get used to it 
soon enough though and it may not be so “crap” for us. 

His biggest personal worry is big brother David, 
still smarting from losing the leadership race. He has 
been thanking everyone who did support him. A cynic 
might suggest the underlying message is: ‘I hope I can 
count on you next time’. 

But most of us don’t need to listen to Ed until four 
years’ time... when the next General Election is due.

Politicians, scientists and 
campaigners are also preparing to 
go to Cancun, Mexico for crucial 
Climate Change talks. 

The scientific and political 
consensus about the need to deal 
with human-induced Climate 
Change has never been wider than 
it is today. 

If we reduce emissions, insulate 
our buildings and introduce safe 
energy technologies we can employ 


thousands of people and resist 
Climate Change at the same time. 
Climate Change means more 
moisture is held in the atmosphere, 
creating a likelihood of more 
extreme weather events. 

Kent’s coastline and estuaries are 
very vulnerable to significant 
changes unless cuts of about 90 per 
cent in greenhouse gas emissions 
are achieved by 2050. 

But Kent County Council’s Local 
Transport Plan does not even 
propose measures to cut traffic year 
on year, in order to cut emissions. 

Only 14 out of 27 EU countries 
are likely to meet their current 
emissions targets. EU leaders have 
agreed the major step of seeking 
cuts in the two fastest growing 
sectors of greenhouse gas 
emissions, aviation and shipping, 
but so far without resources to 
achieve this.

ID cards battle over, 
but the war goes on 

ID cards are being scrapped, and 
with them the National Identity 
Register and the ContactPoint 
Children’s database - a success for 
N02ID. 

I would like to publicly thank all 
those who supported and helped 
with our campaign - not just in my 


own branch but across East and 
Mid-Kent. 

So, is it all over? No. A 
bureaucratic obsession with ID and 
information sharing goes on, and so 
do we. Your finances, your travel by 
plane or car, who you call and 
email, soon your medical records ... 
all are starting to be captured and 
made available for “mining”. 

A 2009 report looked at 46 big 
government database projects. It 
found more than half damage 
personal privacy or create other 
risks. Only two of those have since 
been cancelled. 

We define the database state as 
the trend to manage society by 
collecting data, mass surveillance, 
an authoritarian oversight of all 
aspects of our lives. N02ID 
continues to campaign against state 
identity management and the 
abuse of personal information, and 
for individual control of what is 
private. 

Our campaigns concern a 
proposed centralised electoral 
register with local authority powers 
to cross-match data to track those 
who don’t register, medical 
confidentiality and the NHS Spine 
(not yet rolled out in Kent: but 
coming), tracking travellers 
through e-passports and e-Borders, 
abuse of DNA records, snooping on 
internet and telephone use, and 
police logging of all car journeys 
using ANPR cameras. 

The government needs some 
information to work, but they 
always take and use much more 
than they need. You may have to 


deal with them, but you can’t say 
what they can do with that data. 

In a few years it has become

proof of address or other details by 
people who don’t need them. More 
is officially gathered, cross-checked, 
passed on - even to other countries. 

You should have the right to 
decide who knows what about you. 
‘We know where you live” is an old 
threat. The database state means 
state control of personal identity - 
with or without ID cards.

Animals not answer 
for third world poor 

Christian Aid, Oxfam and other aid 
agencies are once again tapping 
into public disquiet over the 
existence of plenty in the midst of 
hunger and asking you to make a 
Christmas gift of a farmed animal 
to an impoverished person in 
Africa, or in another of the world’s 
poorest regions. 

This is despite mounting evidence 
that animal farming is 
environmentally destructive; an 
inefficient user of agricultural land, 
water and energy; and that it 
generates disproportionately high 
volumes of global warming gases. 

Because meat and milk 
production consume such high 
levels of precious resources, only 
communities with surplus wealth 
can afford them. A ‘gift’ of animals 
to destitute communities, who are 
without such resources, will simply 
impoverish them further. 

It is far more rational to support 
such people in growing food that 
they can eat directly. 

There is also the very real issue of 
animal suffering. Where people are 
unable to provide adequate food, 
water, shelter and veterinary care, 
animals get sick and die wretched 
deaths. This is the case, currently, 
in the drought-ravaged regions of 
Kenya.

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Nowhere to run as past comes 
gunning for assassin Clooney

BASED on the Martin Booth novel 
AVery Private Gentleman, director 
Anton Corbijn’s follow-up to the 
award-winning Ian Curtis biopic 
Control is a meticulously crafted 
portrait of a man of violence trying 
to escape his grim fate. 

Predictably, the antihero can only outrun the 
past for so long before it catches up with him 
and demands bloodthirsty redemption. 

George Clooney is on screen for almost every 
frame in the title role, his face etched with 
weariness as an assassin who has grown tired 
of always looking over his shoulder. 

Without the star power of its leading man, 
The American would struggle to find an audi¬ 
ence outside the arthouse circuit. 

It’s an unremittingly bleak and slow-burn¬ 
ing study of solitude, epitomised by a remark¬ 
able and protracted sequence in which the tit¬ 
ular character drives towards the white light 
at the end of a long tunnel. 

Corbijn refuses to cut away from inside the 
car as the white light expands, illuminating 
the driver until the entire screen is filled with 
blinding white. 

Following a bungled assassination attempt 
in Sweden, hitman Jack (George Clooney) 
decides to abandon the killing game once and 
for all. He phones handler Pavel (Johan 
Leysen), who suggests that Jack should lay 
low in the Italian town of Castelvecchio. 

“Don’t talk to anyone and, above all, don’t 
make any friends. You used to know that,” 
scolds Pavel. 

The hit man drives to the remote communi¬ 
ty and on the spur of the moment disobeys 
orders and sets up camp in nearby Castel Del 
Monte. 

By day, Jack keeps himself busy by con¬ 
structing a custom-made weapon for mysteri¬ 
ous client Mathilde (Thekla Reuten). 


By night, he enjoys the carnal delights of 
local prostitute, Clara (Violante Placido). As 
Jack’s paranoia takes hold, he seeks counsel 
from local holy man, Father Benedetto (Paolo 
Bonacelli). “A man can be rich if he has God in 
his heart,” contends the priest. 

“I don’t think God is interested in me, 
Father,” mocks Jack, fearing he is well past the 
point of no return. 

The American is an engrossing character 


study, enlivened by explosions of violence 
including a night-time car chase that is as 
close as the film strays to an action set-piece. 

Corbijn makes excellent use of the stunning 
European locations and keeps himself, and us, 
amused with interesting shots. 

Thus, the throwaway image of a train arriv¬ 
ing at a platform in Rome is captured as a 
reflection in one of the station display boards. 

In the absence of bright colours in the film’s 


palette, Clooney sparks a dazzling screen 
chemistry, in very different ways, with Placido 
and Bonacelli, the latter wearing his dog collar 
with conviction. 

‘You are American. You think you can escape 
history,” laments Father Benedetto. 

As Jack discovers, there is no escape.

YOUR TV REVIEW GARROW'S LAW: Sunday, 9pm, BBC1 


IF you have been missing your 
weekly Sunday evening hit of high 
period drama after the conclusion of 
ITV’s hit show Downton Abbey, you 
can now breathe easy. 

The good old BBC has dutifully 
replaced Downton, in exactly the 
same 9pm pre-work stress busting 
slot, with another hour long ode to 
times past. But unlike ITV’s genial 
offering, which peddles history as 
a side order to drama, frocks and 
countiy piles, Garrow’s Law tells 
the stoiy of seminal events in the 
criminal justice system. 

It follows the life of William 
Garrow (Andrew Buchan), a dashing 
young barrister kicking up a storm in 
the Old Bailey with his progressive 
views about justice and equality. 

It seems Garrow, who later went on 
to be a judge and solicitor general for 
England and Wales, was the man

who coined the phrase “innocent 
until proven guilty”, used as a 
mantra in legal trials to this day. 

He also championed the adversarial 
system of justice still practised 
in courts today, where both the 
prosecution and the defence have 
their say in court. 

As one would expect, Garrow’s Law 
includes its fair share of court scenes 
with judges and barristers in full fig, 
as well as gasps and shouts from the 
public galleiy rendered unlikely by 
their frequency and volume. 

And they are great cases too - ones 
with shocking messages about the 
way justice was conducted and what 
used to be illegal. 

In one case the captain of a slave 
ship is standing trial for insurance 


fraud because he threw 50 of his 
slaves overboard on false pretences, 
but the act is not treated as murder. 

But court does not dominate the 
programme. There is a love interest 
in the form of the delicious Lady 
Sarah (Lyndsey Marshal), pretty 
frocks, big houses and several other 
stoiy lines to keep the interest going. 

Sadly, Garrow’s Law does not glide 
through the period as effortlessly as 
Downton did. The budget is clearly 
lower, the cast not as stellar and 
some of the sets come off a bit more 
Blackadder than Bronte. And as this 
is now the second series of Garrow’s 
Law, a lot of back stoiy is assumed in 
terms of the relationship between 
Garrow and Lady Sarah, which adds 
a mite of confusion. 

But all in all, it is a fair 
replacement to Downton and far 
more educational to boot.

FALLING snow, a parade 
of princesses and a lollipop 
the size of a dinner plate - 
my three-year-old thought 
her Christmas had come 
early at Disneyland Paris, 
and perhaps it had. 

The giant resort stretches out the 
festive period from the first weekend 
in November to January, with a 
spectacular show of glitz, glamour 
and razzmatazz, enough to warm 
the heart of this old Scrooge. 

It’s impossible not to get carried 
away with the fun when you see it 
through the eyes of a mesmerised 
daughter, who could not stop beam¬ 
ing after meeting Mickey Mouse and 
Disney’s newest heroine Rapunzel, 
whose movie is not even out yet. 

Rosie and I travelled to 
Disneyland Paris for a weekend 
break from St Pancras 
International. Soon we were at 
Marne la Vallee station, practically 
on the doorstep of the two theme 
parks and retail village. 

Our Hotel New York was a couple 
of minutes’ walk away, and we swift¬ 
ly checked in next to the huge 
Christmas tree in the lobby. 

But that tree was dwarfed by the 
24-metre tall, 24-tonne pine that 
Disney unveiled at the start of its 
Christmas celebrations. 

The tree, in the square of Main 
Street USA, boasts almost 500 
bulbs, and the star at the top is lit 
every night in a charming ceremony. 

Disney doesn’t really do darkness, 
as more than a million lights illumi¬ 
nate the Town Square, Main Street 
and Sleeping Beauty’s Castle over 
Christmas. 

Main Street is the venue for the 
Dreams of Christmas Parade, when 
all your favourite cartoon heroes 
pass before your eyes on floats, in an 
all-singing, all-dancing spectacular. 


It proved to be a highlight for my 
little one, and for hundreds if not 
thousands of others who lined the 
parade route to get a good view. 

When the float carrying all the 
princesses, including her all-time 
favourites Jasmine (from Aladdin) 
and Ariel (from the Little Mermaid), 
arrived, Rosie’s eyes were on stalks. 

For Christmas, Santa has been 
invited to set up his workshop, and 
children drop off letters for him. 

There was so much going on, it 
would be easy to miss something 
great. Luckily, Rosie was too small 
for some of the more scary rides, as 
we could never have crammed 
everything in. 

When we weren’t star-spotting - 
tennis ace Rafa Nadal was visiting 
when we were there - Rosie and I 
tackled as many rides as we could. 

Her undoubted favourite was a 
gentle boat ride called It’s A Small 


World, which takes the visitor on a 
five-minute trip round the globe, 
populated with dancing dolls. 

Over in the neighbouring Walt 
Disney Studios Park, Rosie loved the 
recent Slinky Dog Zigzag ride, for 
novice rollercoaster riders, and the 
Aladdin-themed Flying Carpets 
Over Agrabah, where you can make 
your carpet rise and fall as it spins. 

Some rides get very busy, but qui¬ 
eten in the final hour of opening, as 
visitors with younger children leave 
early. Disney also uses a Thor 
Fastpass system which allows you to 
‘pre-book’ a place on popular rides. 

Disneyland Paris staff use both 
French and English and even the 
shows are bilingual. 

As Santa waved us off, my daugh¬ 
ter did not bat an eyelid when he 
wished us both a “Goodnight” and a 
“Bonne soiree”.

The ride feels pliant and copes well with 
rural roads still scarred by last winter and yet 
the S60 (from £23,295) feels remarkably taut 
on the bends, while the steering is well- 
weighted and delivers excellent feedback. 
Some will still prefer the BMW’s balance and 
even tauter ride, but they risk being selfish.

The Volvo is a driver’s car, too, but a nicer car 
for passengers. And this also applies to cabin 
ambiance, which is first class. 

Refinement is generally good at all speeds 
and particularly on motorways, though Volvo’s 
five-cylinder diesel sounded raucous under 
pressure in our high-spec SE Lux review car. 

Nevertheless, the popular D5 is well-matched 
to the new S60 with the 202bhp output deliver¬ 
ing loads of low-down power for both press-on 
and lazy motoring situations and helped by a 
light and well-spaced six-speed gearbox allow¬ 
ing an average mpg of well over 50. 

Even the all-new five-cylinder 163bhp 2.0- 
litre D3 engine has to work hard to better that. 

The new S60 may be specified with a ground¬ 
breaking pedestrian detection package, which 
can stop a collision with a pedestrian up to 
21mph, and dramatically reduce speed above 
that, with potentially life-saving consequences, 
but will people really cough up an extra £1,350 
for such a selfless feature? 

Standard S60 kit is generous and includes 
electronic climate and cruise controls, colour 
screen for the ‘infotainment’ system, steering 
wheel audio controls, alloys and leather-clad 
wheel and gearshift.

Estate agents welcome 
new licensing scheme 

A NEW licensing scheme for estate 
agents is to be launched, which experts 
say will lead to a rise in standards in the 
business 

According to the National Association 
of Estate Agents (NAEA), most estate 
agents are reputable, but anyone can 
start up as an estate agent in the UK 
without qualifications or formal checks. 

The new scheme was described by 
housing minister, Grant Shapps, as a 
symbolic moment, while the NAEA said 
it hopes the scheme will represent hon¬ 
esty for agents. 

The launch of the scheme means an 
estate agent will need to have the neces¬ 
sary level of professional indemnity 
insurance, be bound by the NAEA 
agents’ rules of conduct and commit to 
undertaking 12 hours of training on the 
latest developments every year. 

Those who are found to be breaking 
the rules could end up at a tribunal, or 
thrown out of the scheme. 

Peter Bolton King, chief executive of 
the NAEA, said: “From today, estate 
agency in the UK is a two-tiered indus¬ 
try - those agents who are licensed and 
those who are not. 

“I think the public will welcome the 
distinction, and I believe that this move 
will raise standards across the industry.” 

Elderly forced to sell up 
to pay for care homes 

SOME 20,000 pensioners across the UK 
are being forced to sell their homes to 
pay for residential care every year. 

According to a recent survey, the num¬ 
ber of elderly property owners having to 
sell up so they can go into a care home 
stands at almost 60 per day; a third of 
those funding their own care end up 
without a house. This is an increase of 17 
per cent since 2005. 

The recent cuts to local authority 
budgets mean that this situation is 
unlikely to improve. Furthermore, 
FirstStop Advice states that care home 
fees have risen by more than 20 per cent 
over the past five years - making the 
current average £25,896. 

Those who don’t have savings or prop¬ 
erty to sell get their care paid for by the 
state. 

This has sparked anger among many, 
who argue that the system is unfair and 
makes lifelong saving pointless, as well 
as meaning that families won’t receive 
any inheritance.

INTEREST rates on mortgages 
are set to increase, and cheap 
mortgages are unlikely to stick 
around for long, according to the 
consultancy Ducalian. 

Research by Sainsbury’s Home Insurance 
revealed that the cost of running a home had 
fallen by almost 14 per cent in the past two 
years, and now stands at around £8,059 a year. 

Timothy Lambert, head of consulting at 
Ducalian, said that most people would be 
rather surprised by the figures. 

However, he said: “Lots of local authorities 
have frozen council tax and some boroughs 
such as Hammersmith & Fulham have actual¬ 
ly lowered them, year on year.” 

Mr Lambert went on to say that the main 
reason was that mortgages were currently 
chea for many, which “vastly sways” the statis¬ 
tics. 

“But rates will rise over the course of the 
next few years as interest rates rise and 
cheaper products that run for a fixed period 
come to an end,” he warned. 

The annual cost of running a home, estimat¬ 
ed by Sainsbury’s Home Insurance, equates to 
£155 a week, or £22.08 a day, per household. 

In 2008, household expenses were found to 
be almost £1,300 higher, at £9,324 a year. 

Meanwhile the market continues to be 
uncertain. 

Housebuilder Taylor Wimpey said it had 
experienced a homebuyer slowdown, as a 
result of the Government’s spending cuts, 
which it claims has deterred potential buyers. 

Its comments echo those of Persimmon, who 
said there was little evidence of the tradition¬ 
al autumn period, which usually sees families 
flock to new housing developments as the 
school summer holidays end. 


RESIDENTS of period properties are being 
told they can reduce their energy bills by clos¬ 
ing their curtains or shutters at dusk 

Researchers claim it could be as effective as 
fitting double glazing and lead to significant 
savings. 

The World Heritage Trust has been using 
thermal imaging cameras to show residents of 
old and new homes how best to cut their bills. 

The project has demonstrated a traditional, 
decidedly low-tech approach can be highly 
effective.

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CONTENDER: Chatham's Tom Dallas could fight for British title 


Dallas catching the eye of boxing's big names 


UNDEFEATED heavyweight Tom Dallas 
is attracting invitations from some of the 
world’s top boxers ahead of a potential 
British title fight next year. 

The 25-year-old has made a good start to 
his career since turning professional in 2008. 

A victory inside three rounds against Paul 
Morris in October was his 12th successive 
win, nine of which have come via knockout. 

The steady progress has seen the 
Chatham roofer break into Britain’s top- 
ten heavyweights. 

Dallas has been training with David 
Price and John McDermott, ranked just 



below him nationally, but his reputation is 
beginning to catch the eye of bigger names. 

Albert Sosnowski, who fought Vitali 
Klitschko for the WBC title in May, asked 
Dallas to train with him in Poland last 
month, while British number two Dereck 
Chisora extended an invitation to spar 
last week. 

Other commitments prevented Dallas 
from taking up either offer, but Mark 
Roe, his manager, felt it demonstrated a 


growing reputation ahead of a critically 
important 2011. 

“Tom is mentioned now because there 
are very experienced guys out there who 
want him,” he said. “That will help his 
development. 

“We will be looking closely at the [next] 
opponent for Tom because I feel next year 
will be very important to make headway 
for a British title. It may well come 
towards the end of the year.” 

Dallas’ next outing is due to be in front of 
home fans in the rearranged fight night at 
Medway Park on February 4. 




Change of mindset 
is paying dividends 

HOW DOES a team which cannot win 
away for 18 months triumph twice on 
the road in four days? 

Plenty of 

Gillingham fans 
may have pondered 
that question on the 
way home from 
watching the 2-1 vic¬ 
tory at Barnet last 
week, which came 
hot on the heels of a 
1-0 win at Oxford. 

Injuries, bad luck, 
poor refereeing deci¬ 
sions and better 
opposition have all 
been used to explain 
the 34-game winless 
run, but the latest addition to the club’s 
backroom staff believes differently. 

Sports psychologist Ashley Lawrence 
was brought in following the side’s 
humiliating FA Cup defeat to Dover last 
month. Since then the former Gills 
youth-team player has spoken to the 
squad twice a week and believes success 
is all in the mind. 

“If you look through all the players in 
the division, ten per cent will be physi¬ 
cally better and ten per cent not as good, 
so there are 80 per cent in the middle 
that are roughly the same,” he said.” So 
what’s the bit that lifts them above that? 
It’s psychological, not about ability. 

“One of the things I did with the play¬ 
ers on the first day was on them think¬ 
ing negatively. Any sort of negativity 
does reduce from your ability to perform 
at the highest level.” 

While the use of psychologists is 
common at the top level, it can still be 
met with some scepticism further down 
the pyramid. 

Gills boss Andy Hessenthaler said: 
“I’ve got to say I don’t take to it personal¬ 
ly, as an individual I don’t need that, but 
some players do like the one-to-one stuff. 

“Ashley’s come in and instilled a little 
bit of confidence and belief in the group.”

While King’s long absence has been well doc¬ 
umented, the unavailability of Richards, his 
centre-half partner, has also been keenly felt in 
the Gills’ slow start to the season. 

He was last seen being stretchered off in 
agony following a freak collision with team¬ 
mate Alan Julian during a game at Millwall in 
April. It left the 24-year-old with fractures in 
his foot and serious ligament damage, ruling 
him out for the remainder of the season. 

“The way it turned in the ground I was a bit 
worried about looking down and seeing the 
state of it,” he said. “I had to ask the physio 
whether it was intact.” 

Richards was fortunate to avoid the need for 
surgery, but his desire to return in time for the

After making one brief appearance in pre-sea- 
son it quickly became clear the injury had not 
completely healed. 

He said: “Your heart rules your head a bit 
because you’re so desperate to be in contention for 
the start of the season. Through my own eager¬ 
ness I ended up refracturing a bone in my foot.” 

It has meant a tedious three months going 
through rehabilitation alongside King in the 
Priestfield treatment room. 

Richards has found King’s support invaluable 
during his time on the sidelines, which has 
changed his approach to training. 

He said: “King/s been a shining light because 
he knew I was in for the long haul and to be hon¬ 
est I’ve learned a lot from working with him. 

“I’ve changed a lot of my training methods 
and do a lot more strength and conditioning 
work on my knees and ankles. It’s something 
IT1 do not just while I’m recovering, but 
throughout the rest of my career.”
